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Rapid progress is being made with the con- 
struction of the foundations of the English, 
Chareh at Khartoum. The site chosen is very 
copvenient—a parallelogram of which the long 
sides face north and south, the latter fronting 
on Khediye-avenue, while the road bounding 
the former divides it from the gardens of the 
Palace. At a slfort distance from the west is 
the open space in whieh has been erected the 
Gordon Statue, and therefrom runs one of the 
main roads of the town towards the site of the 
new railway station.
